MORGAN WILL OPENS
WITH CONFESSION OF
HIS RELIGIOUS FAITH

(Continued From First Page.) .

somitratively small and arc in the di-
.ection of llio.se objects to which Air. j
Morgan's benefactions are already well }
<nown. For instance, in tho case of
ihe great Lying-in Hospital In New
J'orlc, to which Mr. Morgan gave over a
nllllon and a quarter of dollars, ho
uses the following language:
"Without imposing any duly, trust

>r obligation upon my residuary legatee,
request he continue, so long as in his

judgment the name shall be necessary
[or its support, the same assistance
ivhich I have been In the. habit, of giv-
Ing during my lifetime to the society
r>f the l.ying-in Hospital of the City
jf New York."
This annual gift here alluded to is

known as having been $100,000.
It. is worthy of note that the will was

executed as lately as January 4, last,
mid a codicil was attached on .lanu-
ary C. only the day before Mr. Mor¬
gan took leave of America on the trip
abroad, from which lie never returned.
The will gives to his executors the

following:
"Full power ami authority to recog-

nize and pay as among such debts and
promise or obligation made by mo. ver-
bally or otherwise, which, although not
In such form that the holder could
compel payment thereof by my estate,
my executors think proper to be paid
in their own Judgment or because from
memoranda or verbal directions left
by me or from other sources they are
satistied that it would he my wish to
have paid."
The disposition of t.ho estate then

follows, the first provision being that
for his own family. To his "beloved
wife, Frances Louisa Tracy Morgan,"
the Income for life of a trust fund of
$1,000,000, with power to dispose of the
capital by will.

Provision for Mr*. Morgan.
Mrs. Morgan is already entitled to

the income of a trust fund created by
Junius Spencer Morgan (Mr. Morgan's
father) by deed dated July 1. 1S67.
The will provides that she is now to
receive for life the incomo of an ad¬
ditional trust of such amount that her
total income from . these two trusts
shall (aside from the income of the $1,-
000,000 fund) amount to $100,000 a year.
Mrs. Morgan also receives during her
lift! "Cragston." the Morgan countryplace at Highland Kails. N. V.j and
also the Morgan home at 2i:» Madison
Avenue, New York, together with the
furniture.

I.cgncy of
John lMerpont Morgan, Jr.. receives

an outright legacy of $3,000,000. The
<ieud financier's two married daugh¬
ters. respectively, Louisa, the wife of
Herbert L. Satterlee. and Juliet, the
wife v>f William I'. Hamilton, receive
each the income for life from a trust
fund of $3,000,000. Upon the death of
these daughters these funds and to
go to their children, but each daugh¬
ter is given power "to dispose of said
sum of $3,000,000 by will among her
Issue in such shares or proportions
and on such lawful trusts as she may
think proper." The third daughter,
Miss Annie Tracy Morgan, likewise,
receives for life the Income from a
trust fund of $3,000,000, and in the
event of her marrying and having h/:irs
the same provisions hold good as ap¬
ply to her elder sisters. In case of
her death without children she may
bequeath her husband out of the trust
fund $1,000,000.

Mr. Morgan's two sons-in-law, Wll-

Ha in Pearson Hamilton and Herbert
Livingston Satterlee. receive each an
outright legacy of $1,1*00,000. A spe¬
cial provision for his son, J. 1'. Mor¬
gan, Jr., Is that all "ray right, title
and Interest aa patron or fellow In
perpetuity in the Metropolitan Museum
of Art in the city of Now York and
in the American Museum of Natural
History In said city, and all similar
rights in other Institutions of like jcharacter, of which I inav dio pos-
sessed, he transferred to him.
To Jennie Hlgelow Tracy (the widow

of Mr. Morgan's brother-in-law,
Charles Edward Tracy) is given the
income for life of a trust of $1,000,000,the capital upon her death to go to the
issue of Charles Edward Tracy, and
to his two sisters-in-law, Clara Tracylloppln and Julian Brown, each the
income for life from trust funds of
4100,000 each, these funds to be be¬
queathed in turn, upon their death to
the heirs of these relatives.

Family Friend* Remembered.
Then followed provisions "for LucyEldrldge Leo, for Florence M. Rhctt,during many years a member of myhousehold, and for Ethel Hangs Wal¬

lace." Mrs. Lee and Mrs. Wallace, old
family friends, receive each the In¬
come for life of a trust fund of $100,000.
Miss Khett receives an annual Income
for life of $10,000. Further personal
bequeaths are as follows:-
To Mrs. Mary CI. Mcllvaine, of Lon¬

don, a life income of $25,000 per annum;
to .1. lteaver Webb, an outright legacyof $250,000.

Dr. James W. Markoe, a warm friend
of Mr. Morgan, and for many yearshis personal physician, is to receive
for life and his wife after him if she
survives him, an annual income of$26,000.

Miss Bella Da Costa Green, "who
has long been my ettlclent librarian."receives an outright legacy of $50,000.Miss Ada Thurston, assistant librarian,receives an outright legacy of $10,000.To Captain W. 11. Porter (commander
of the Corsair), "my sailing master, ifhe shall be in my employment at thetime of my death, the sum of $15,000in recognition of his long and faithful
service," is given.

After this there is given to "CharlesW. King, for many years my private
secretary, the sum of $25,000 as a markof my appreciation of faithful service."An unusual clause follows, sliowfcigMr. Morgan's thought for all the peo¬ple who have been near him in hisdally work. This clause reads as fol¬lows:

"To each of the employes at thetime of my death of my linn of J. l\Morgan & Company, of the city otNew York, except Charles W. King,above named, an amount equal to on><
year's salary of such employe at sucn
time; to each person who shall sur¬
vive me who was at the time of th>--
dissolution of my (irm of J. S. Morgan& Company, of London, an employethereof, an amount equal to one year'ssalary of such employe at the time ol
such dissolution." The old tirm of J.
S. Morgan & Company was several
years ago succeeded by Morgan, Grtn-
fell & Company.

Valet Get* $15,000.
Mr. Morgan's valet, Edward Philips,

receives a legacy of $15,000, and vari¬
ous annuities are provided to other
servants, "in recognition of talthful
service." Further, a legacy of $l,0uo
is given "unto each servant of my
household whether In New ^ orK,
Cargston, Princess Gate or Dover
House, who shall be In my service at
the time, of my death and shall have
been continuously employed by me for
not less than five years then next men-
ceding, other than those above men¬
tioned to whom I have hereinbefore
given legacies or annuities."
The will bequeaths to the trustees

of tho estate and property of the
diocesan convention of New York, the
following two sums; $500,000 uf>on
trust to apply the Income for the sup¬
port of the ministry of St. George's
Church; and the sum of $100,000 In
trust, tlve income of which is to be
applied for the support of Protestant
Episcopal missionary stations. An¬
other charitable bequest Is that of
(100,000 to the House of Hest for
Consumptives, to be designated as the
"Amelia Sturgess Margon Memorial
Fund." This Is In memory of Mr.
Morgan's tlrst wife.
Another clauso of the will is the

following, which Is taken from Article
XXIX: "I authorize and empower mysaid executors and trustees in their
absolute, discretion to continue duringthe period of tho administration of myestate any allowances or paymentswhich at the time of my death 1 shall
have been in the habit of making reg¬ularly to any person or persons for
their aid or support. I also authorize
my said executors and trustees in theirj absolute discretion at any time before! they shall have tlnally administered myestate as executors to set apart there-| from separate funds to produce an in-

so set apart during his or her life."

Silver for Cornnlr Club.
Mr. Morgan's sentiment for a few

of his old and intimate friends is
shown in the clause which provides
that there shall bo bequeathed "to
each member of the Corsair Club at
the time of my death, as a souvenir of
myself and as a toicen of my personal
affection for them, a piece of silver of
the value of $1,000, to be selected and
purchased for the rurpose by the exec¬
utors of my will."
When he was on the witness stand

at Washington only a few weeks be¬
fore his death, Mr. Morgan made sev-
eral expressions going to Indicate his
confidence in his business partners.
This feeling is apparently reiterated
in articles in the will, which read
as follows:

"It has frequently happened that so-
eurlties. real estate and other prop-erty belonging to or connected with
my business firm of I*. Morgan &
&- Co.. and my former firm of J. K. Mor-
gan & Co., have been taken or stood
in my name. 1 therefore direct and |empower my said executors and trus-
tees to assign, convey and transfer to
s-aid firms, respectively, or to their
respective nominee or nominees, any se-
curitles, real estate or property stand-j ing in my name, which all my partnersof said firms, respectively, surviving
me shall unite In declaring in writingto be the property or connected with
the business of said firms, respectively."j Mr. Morgan having thus provided foribis Immediate relatives, various friends,! employes, servants, charitable objects,j etc.. next declares that the residue of
liis property shall bo bequeathed to hisj son, .lohn Plerpont Morgan. Jr., to "his
heirs, for his and their own use for-
<_ver." And the will also provided that
if J. 1'. Morgan, .lr.. had died before-his father, then young Morgan's son,Junius Spencer Morgan, Jr.. would havebecome the residuary legatee.
To his executors, already named, Mr.Morgan gives the widest latitude, di- jrecting that no security shall be re-

quired of any of them, giving them full
power to sell and convey all property,whether real or personal, belonging toj the estate; to sell securities and rein¬
vest the moneys held under the trust ofthe will, etc.

First llreak Occur*.

tion that the rtrst break In tho Ways
and Means, Committee's solid turin
alignment occurred. Representative
K. ichen, of North Carolina, of that
committee, voting with the Harris
proposition, and Representative Railey.
of Illinois, another committee Demo¬
crat, voting "present." The rest of
the committee, including Mr. Under¬
wood, voted to sustain the bill, de¬
